Further additions to membership till the date of Report 
were 95. Number of members holding Certificate of 
Practice as on the date of Report was 109. 

There are over 1035 persons who, having passed the 
qualifying examinations of the Institute, are still awaiting 
membership pending completion of the prescribed period 
of practical experience in Cost Accounting. 

STUDENTSHIP 

During the year, the Institute recorded registration of 
4895 students. The total number of Registered Students, 
excluding those who have passed the Final Examination 
or have discontinued their studies exceeded 40,000 on 
31st March 1969. 

EXAMINATIONS 

The Intermediate, Final and Management Accountancy 
Examinations were held as usual in July 1968 and Janur 
ary 1969 at 24 Centres. The total number of candidates 
appeared in the said two terms of examinations were 
6,841 and 6,540 respectively. A summary of results of 
the examinations Is given in the statement attached. 

The present Syllabus relating to the Intermediate and 
Final Examinations will cease to be operative after Janu- 
ary 1971 and will be replaced by Revised Syllabus from 
July 1971 examinations. The Council has approved of a 
proposal to extend, as a measure of transitory arrange- 
ment, the present Syllabus up to and inclusive of July 
1973 examinations in respect of those candidates regis- 
tered as students prior to 1st April 1970. Necessary 
amendments to the Regulations have been proposed 
which await the Central Government’s approval.

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As mentioned in the last year’s Report, students regis- 
tered with the Institute prior to 1st January 1965 have 
been exempted from undergoing Coaching compulsorily 
and the Regulations have been amended accordingly. 

According to the existing Regulations a candidate re- 
gistered as a student on or after 1st January 1965 is 
required to produce a Certificate of Completion, of 
tuition of the Intermediate or Final Course as a whole 
before he is admitted to the examination. It has now 
been decided that each sucji candiatc will be issued 
Completion Certificates in respect of individual groups 
but in their sequential order on the basis of which he 
will be entitled to seek admission in the examination in 
the groups in which he has completed tuition. 
Necessary amendments to the Regulations have been 
proposed which await the approval of the Central Gov- 
ernment. 

The Coaching Administration has so far recognised 
16 Institutions/Colleges for imparting oral tuition to 
candidates who may chose to avail themselves of such 
tuition in place of postal tuition.

The functions of the Regional Councils, as laid down 
in Regulation 116 of the Cost and Works Accountants 
Regulations, 1959, are mostly being carried out. Besides 
running tutorial classes for students, they are holding 
students’ evenings for discussion of examination questions, 
group discussions, film shows, periodical lectures, etc. 
They have also been extending library and reading room 
facilities to members and students. The Regional Coun- 
cils also conduct regional seminars and conferences for 
the benefit of students and members in the regions and 
also assist the Central Council in holding, the All India 
Cost Conference each year. To enable the Regional 
Councils to discharge their obligations, the Central 
Council has been providing adequate financial grants to 
them. 

The Council is happy to inform that a spacious flat 
on ownership basis has been purchased at Hasan Cham- 
bers, Parsi Bazar Street, Bombay, for use of the Western 
India Regional Council. This will enable the Regional 
Council to render better service to the members and stu- 
dents and to expand its activities allround. 

Efforts are also being made to purchase property at 
other Regional Centres. At Delhi, it is proposed to 
acquire a plot of land on allotment basis in the Institu- 
tional area of Lodi Road. Negotiations are under wav 
for outright purchase of land at Madras and Calcutta. 

CHAPTERS 

The Council has been encouraging formation of Chap- 
ters of Cost Accountants at various places so that the 
members and students residing at places away from Re- 
gional Councils’ headquarters have a common meeting 
place. The Chapters are voluntary organisations which 
enioy recognition of the Council on fulfilling certain 
minimum conditions subject to recommendation bv the 
Regional Councils concerned. The recognised Chap- 
ters get appropriate financial assistance and other faci- 
lities from the Cerfiral Council. So far 20 Chanters at 
Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Baroda. Bokaro, Cbandl- 
sarh, Coimbatore, Durgapur, Faridabad, Howrah, 
Hyderabad. Jaipur. Jamshedpur, Kanpur, Madurai, 
Mysore, Naihati, Poona. Raikot, Ranchi and Visakha- 
patnam have been recognised. 

DISCIPLINARY MATTERS 

The Council is hanpy to state that no disciplinary 
action under Section 21 of the Act was ever called for. 

OFFENCES BY COMPANIES 

The Council is also happy that Section 28 of the Act 
was not invoked against any compnny for committing 
an offence under the Act. 
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REGULATIONS 

During the year under Report, a number of amend- 
ments to the Cost and Works Accountants Regulations, 
1959, were carried out and a few more have 
also been proposed, which have been notified in 
the Journal tof the Institute from time to 
time. The Syllabus for the Intermediate and Final 
Examinations has been revised to be effective from July 
1971 examinations. Th c proposed amendments include 
extension of the present syllabus up to Jply 1973 as a 
transitpry asrangemeru fox* candidates registered prior 
to April 1970 and eligibility to seek admission to the 
examinations in the groups for which tuition under thc 
Compulsory Coaching Scheme has been completed. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE COUNCIL 

The functions of the Council, as specified in Section 
15 of the Act, are mostly being carried out. 

CONVOCATION 

The Annual Convocation of the Institute for the year 
1968 was held at New Delhi on 12th April 1969, which 
was addressed by Dr, V. K. R. V. Rao, Union Minister 
for Education. A report on the Convocation was pub- 
lished in the Journal of the Institute for May 1969. At 
this Convocation the G. Basu Foundation Prize, the V. 
Srinlvasan Memorial Prize and other Prizes were award- 
ed to their winners. Certificates of Pass at the Inter- 
mediate, Final and Management Accountancy Exami- 
nations held in January and July 1968 were also distri- 
buted to 1041 candidates. 

ANNUAL COST CONFERENCE 

The Eleventh All India Cost Conference organised on 
behalf of the Institute by the Western Lidia Regional 
Council was held at the Taj Mahal Hotel, Bombay, on 
21st, 22nd and 23rd December 1968. The main theme 
of the Conference was “Profit Squeeze". The Con- 
ference was Inaugurated by Shrl S. Ranganatban. tes, 
Comptroller & Auditor General of India. The Con- 
ference was well-attended and the number of delegates 
participated in the Conference exceeded 1200. The 
Conference was preceded, for the first time, by an 
Industrialists’ Meet and was followed by an All India 
Students’ Convention. There were three Technical Ses- 
sions in the main Conference. The First Session on 
“Productivity and Profits” was presided over by Sbri 
V. C. Patel, Chairman, Central Bank of India Ltd., 
Bombay. Tile Second Session on "Cost Audit" was 
presided over by Shri Satish Chandra, ics, Chairman, 
Fertilizer Corporation of India Ltd., New Delhi. The 
Third Technical Session on "Containing the Cost" was 
conducted under the able Chairmanship of Shri A, P. 
Ghandy, Financial Director, Glaxo Laboratories (India)

entire proceedings were lively. The Social Events were 
also well-organised and well-attended. 

regional" Conference 

The first Regional Cost Conference was held at 
Madras on 1st and 2nd March 1969 organised by thc 
Southern India Regional Council, The Conference, was 
inaugurated by Shri M, V. Arunachalam, Managing 
Director, Tube Investments of India Ltd. The Techni- 
cal Sessions were conducted under the able Chairman- 
ship of such eminent persons drawn from the industry 


as Shri M, Rama Rrahmam, Managing Director, Madras 
Refineries Ltd, and Shri K. Easwaran, Managing Direc- 
tor, Basun Group of Companies. The Central Council 
provided financial grant to the Southern India Regional 
Council to meet the deficit of the first Regional Con- 
ference. 

SEMINAR , 

A two-day Seminar on Cost and Management Ac- 
countancy in Public Sector Undertakings organised by 
the Institute in collaboration with the Bureau of Public 
Enterprises was held at Vigyan Bhavan, New Delhi, on 
3rd May 1969. Delegates from various public sector 
undertakings attended the Seminar. The Seminar was 
inaugurated by Shri Morarjl Desal, Deppty Prime Minis- 
ter of India. Due to the sudden and sad demise of 
Dr. Zakir Husain, President of India, the Seminar bad 
to be suspended. It is proposed to resume the Seminar 
on a future date. 

JOURNAL 

The Journal of the Institute has completed another of 
its useful Volume. Thanks to the active and sus- 
tained co-operation of members, the standard of the 
Institute’s Journal has been further improved. Thc 
Council records its appreciation of the support given to 
the Journal by contributors by their Interesting, educa- 
tive and valuable articles and also of the services render- 
ed by the members of the Editorial Board. 

The, Coundl has under its consideration the Issue of 
the Institute’s monthly Journal compulsorily to all Re- 
gistered Students from April 1970. Necessary amend- 
ments to thc Regulations are being proposed in this 
behalf. 

RESEARCH 

The Council is happy to report that considerable pro- 
gress has been made in the Research Projects undertaken 
by the Institute. Some of the projects are nearing com- 
pletion and are expected to be published in the course 
of the current year. 

FUTURE) (OF ACCOUNTANCY PROFESSION IN 
INDIA 

\ 

The Joint Committee on the Future of Accountancy 
Profession in India, set up at the instance of the Central 
Government, as reported last year, submlted its Report. 
The Joint Committee by majority had advocated In its Re- 
port the integration of the Institute of Cost and Works Ac- 
countants of India with the Institute of Chartered Ac- 
countants of India. Before the contents of the Jpint 
Committee’s Report were released, the Council of the 
Institute at its meeting held on 16th May 1968, .In de- 
ference to the express opinion communicated by the 
members. Regional Councils and Chapters on the 
fundamental question of amalgamation of the Institute 
with the Chartered Accountants Institute, came to the 
conclusion that it would not be In the interest of he 
Institute or Its members and students to amalgamate and 
accordingly decided to revoke its earlier decision. Later 
the Council at its meeting held on 15th September 1968. 
considered the Report of the Joint Committee and un- 
animously decided to reject the Report and the recom- 
mendations made therein. The decision of the Council 
in rejecting the Report in toto was also communicated 
to thc Central Government 

COST AUDIT 

Members are aware that the Central Government has 
framed Rules under Section 209(1) (d) of the Com-

panics Act relating to maintenance of cost records in 
respect of industries engaged in the production Jif_ (1) 
Cement or Clinker or both, (2) Cycles and components 
thereof, (3) Rubber Tyres and Tubes for all types of 
vehicles, (4) Caustic Soda, (5) Room Air-Conditioners, 
(6) Refrigerators, (7) Storage Batteries for automo- 
biles, (8) Electric Lamps or Fluorescent Tubes or both 
and (9) Commercial and Passenger Motor Vehicles in- 
cluding Motor Cycles, Scootejs, Mopeds and Three- 
Wheelers. These Rules have become effective from the 
respective specified dates. The Central Government 
has also notified the form in which cost audit reports 
are to be drawn up. 

As mentioned in the last year's Report, the Council 
communicated its opinion to the Central Government 
that Section 23 3B of the Companies Act does not make 
it obligatory on the part of the Central Government to 
prescribe qualifications for Chartered Accountants for 
becoming eligible to conduct Cost Audit nor is it neces- 
sary to prescribe such qualifications when the number of 
practising Cost Accountants will be quite adequate to 
cope with the volume of Cost Audit work. 

The Council is happy to inform that the Central 
Government has under Section 233B(1) of the Com- 
panies Act ordered Cost Audit in the class of companies 
manufacturing Cement or Clinker and Cycles and com- 
ponents thereof. The Council is also happy to note that 
presently only a Cost Accountant within the meaning 
of the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 1959, shall be 
eligible for appointment as auditor under that Section, 

With a view to providing guidance to the members of 
the profession, the Council has decided to bring out 
publications on each of the industries which fall under 
Cost Audit, Two booklets on this series, one on Cycle 
Industry and other on Cement Industry, have already 
been published. Work relating to other industries is in 
progress and it is expected that booklets on a few more 
industries will soon follow. 

The Council is happy to note that there has been a 
steady increase in the number of members holding Certi- 
ficate of Practice. Th c Council is confident that mem- 
bers will come forwa^J in greater number to opt for 
public practice and strengthen the profession. 

A list of members of the Institute holding Practising 
Certificate as at 31st March 1969 was published and 
sent to all Regional Directors of Company Law, Regis- 
trars of Companies, and all units of Cement and Cycle 
industries. 

Two more pamphlets, under the caption of “You and 
the Practising Cost Accountant" and “Profitably Yours" 
were also brought out and circulated to all Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry, and different units of various 
industries. 

RECOGNITION UNDER INCOME TAX AND 
ESTATE DUTY ACTS 

The Council is happy to inform that the Central Gov- 
ernment has recognized Cost Accountants as elibigle 


persons to represent cases of income-tax on behalf of 
their clients under Section 288(2) (v) of thc Incometax 
Act, 1961. Also Cost Accountants have been recognis- 
ed to act as Valuers under Section 4(3) of the Estate 
Duty Act. 1953. 

COST CERTIFICATION s 

The Controller of Imports and Exports has accorded 
recognition Jo a Cost Accountant to certify the total 
c.i.f value of imported raw materials and components 
(not spare parts) consumed by units engaged in priority 
of other industries for the purpose of providing facilities 
to the units under the import policy for 1969-70. 

I 

RELATIONSHIP WITH GOVERNMENT 

The Council is happy to report that the relationship 
between the Institute and the Central Government and 
various State Governments has always been and conti- 
nues to be cordial. The Council records its apprecia- 
tion of the various steps taken by the Central Govern- 
ment in fostering cost consciousness in industrial circles. 

Good and close relationship also exists between the 
Institute and various national bodies such as National 
Productivity Council, State Productivity Council*. All 
India Council for Technical Education, jVll India Manu- 
facturers' Association, Chambers of Commerce, etc. 

SILVER JUBILEE OF THE INSTITUTE 

The Institute of Cost and Works Accountants, which 
was set up as a corporate body by a few far-sighted 
persons, has completed twenty-five years of its useful 
existence. It was on 14th June 1944 that the Memo- 
randum and Articles of Association of the Instiutc, then 
a Company under the Companies Act, was signed and 
registered. 

The Council decided to observe 1969 as the Silver 
Jubilee year of the Institute and follow a phased pro- 
gramme spread over a number of months. 

The Celebration commenced with its inauguration at 
Calcutta by Shri Ajoy Kumar Mukherjec, Chief Minister * 
of West Bengal, on 14th June 1969. Founder members 
and past Presidents of thc Institute, Shri G. Basu, Shri 
J. N. Bose and Shri D. D. Kalra addressed thc gathering. 

It is proposed to organise Seminars and Conferences 
at various centres in the country as part of the Silver 
Jublee Celebrations, to be concluded by the main func- 
tion at Calcutta in the winter of 1969-70, with which 
it is proposed to synchronise the next All India Cost 
Conference. 

RELATIONSHIP WITH EMPLOYEES 

The Council is happy to report that the employees of 
the Institute continue to be cooperative in ill matters 
connected with administration. Thc Council records its 
appreciation of the zeal, devotion, loyalty and sincerity 
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with which the employees have been carrying nut their 
duties and responsibilities, 

ACCOUNTS 

The Audited Accounts of the Institute for the year 
ended 31st March 1969 are annexed together with the 
Auditor's Report. The accounts show a net revenue 
deficit of Rs. 67,808.00 at the year end. The main 
reason, for this deficit is the rising cost of all factors year 
by year without additional revenue income from avail- 
able sources. The Council decided to take certain con- 
crete measures to bridge the gap. In the opinion of 
the Council the financial position of the Institute conti- 
nues to be satisfactory in spite of the deficit in the year 
under review.

Air-India Employees’ Service Regulations 1963 

Bombay, the 22nd August 1969 

No, GM / 66-12 Pt. II—. la exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by Section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 
(27 of 1953), Air India, with the previous approval of 
the Central Government, hereby notify that the following 
shall be included as Chapter VlII-A Regulations 49-A to 
49-D in the Air-India Employees’ Service Regulations. 

CHAPTER VIII-A 

Gratuity 

49A. Commencement and scope : 

(i) This Chapter shall be deemed to have come 
into force on the 1st April 1962 and according- 
ly the benefits thereunder shall, subject to the 
other provisions of this Chapter, be admissible 
to employees who have ceased to be in service 
of the Corporation on or after that date. 

(ii) The provisions of this Chapter shall not apply, 
and the benefits thereunder, shall not be ad- 
missible to or in relation to 

(a) temporary employees. 

(b) employees on contract basis, 

(c) employees appointed for a specific project 

(d) apprentices and trainees. 

(iii) A person re-employed after retirement from 
the Corporation, or his beneficiary, shall not 
be entitled to claim any benefits under this 
Chapter in respect of any service put by such 
person after re-employment. 

49B. Conditions : Subject to the conditions hereinafter 
mentioned, an employee or his beneficiary as the case 
may be, shall be eligible for gratuity upon the employees 
ceasing to be in the service of the Corporation in any of 
the following circumstances, namely : — 

(i) (a) retirement on or after attaining the age of 

superannuation, that is to say 30 years in 
the case of air-hostesses and 58 years in 
other cases; 

(b) on-(l) retirement under regulation 46(ii); 

(2) resignation, dismissal or removal 
from service, or 

(3) termination of services (not being 
termination of services on medical 
grounds), 

after completion of continuous ser- 
vice of 5 years in the case of air- 
hostesses and 15 years in other 
cases; excluding periods of leave 
without pay, 

(c) death whilst in service or termination of 
services on th e grounds of permanent in- 
capacity due to bodily or mental infirmity; 

(d) on termination of service v on medical 
grounds other than those mentioned in 
sub-clause (c) or on abolition of post, pro- 
vided a minimum of 5 years’ continuous 
service has been rendered. 

(ii) In computing the period of service for the pur- 
pose of this Regulation, continuous service in 
the last preceding integrated airline will be 
treated as service in the Corporation, qualifying 
for Gratuity. 


(iii) The gratuity payable under these Regulations 
is liable to be set off wholly or in part towards ; 

(a) any amount due under a liability incurred 
by an employee to the Corporation and re- 
maining outstanding against him as at the 
date on which he ceases to be in service; 
and 

(b) any loss caused to the Corporation by any 
misconduct of an employee for which ho is 
removed or dismissed from service. 

49C. Quantum of Gratuity : 

(i) The amount of gratuity payable will, subject to 
the provisions of sub-regulations (ii), be equal 
to one month’s basic pay for every completed 
year Of service subject to a maximum of 15 
months’ basic pay or Rs. 30,000 whichever is 
less. 

Explanation ; 

(1) ‘Basic Pay’ for this purpose means the average 
rate of basic pay applicable in the case of an 
employee payable during the 12 months preced- 
ing the date of cessation of service of the em- 
ployee, excluding the periods of leave without 
pay availed of during this period. 

(2) For reckoning the average basic pay, any period 
of extraordinary leave or other absence without 
emoluments availed of by an employee during 
the last 12 months shall be omitted and the 
basic pay drawn during an equal period imme- 
diately preceding the 12 months snail be taken 
into account. 

(ii) The amount of gratuity payable in the event of 
death of an employee whilst in service shall not 
be less than : 

(a) 2 months basic pay, if death occurs during 
the first year of service; 

(b) 6 months basic pay, if death occurs after 
1 year but before completion of 5 years of 
service; 

(c) 12 months basic pay, if death occurs after 
completion of 5 years of service. 

49D. Nomination : 

(i) Every employee shall, as soon as may be after 
appointment in the Corporation, make a nomi- 
nation in such form as may be prescribed by 
the General Manager conferring on one or 
more persons the right to receive any gratuity 
that may be sanctioned under these Regulations, 
in the event Of his death while in service or be- 
fore it has been paid. Provided that if at the 
time of making the nomination, the employee 
has a family the nomination shall not be in 
favour of any person other than the members 
of his family. 

(ii) If a member nominates more than one person 
under sub-regulation (i), he shall specify in the 
nomination the amount or share payable to 
each of the nominees in such manner as to 
cover the whole of the amount payable as 
Gratuity. 

(iii) An employee may at any time cancel, or modify 
a nomination by notice in writing; Provided 
that the employee shall, alongwith such notice, 
send a fresh nomination made in accordance 
with the provisions of the regulations. 
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(iv) An employee may provide In the nomination — 

(a) that in the event of any nominee predeceas- 
ing the employee, the right conferred upon 
that nominee shall pass to such other per- 
son or persons as may be specified in the 
nomination. 

(b) that the nomination shall become invalid 
on the happening of a contingency specifi- 
ed therein provided that if at the time of 
making the nomination, the member has 
no family, the nomination shall automati- 
cally become invalid in the event of his 
subsequently acquiring a family. 

Explanation : ‘Family’ for the purposes of this Regula- 
tion includes :■ — 

(a) spouse of the employee 

(b) children of the employee including step- 
children and adopted children. 

(v) if the employee dies without making a valid 

nomination or where the nomination has be- 
come invalid, the gratuity payable on death 

shall be paid in the manner indicated below : — 

(a) to the spouse, if there is a spouse surviving 
the deceased employee; 

(b) if there be no spouse surviving, to the 
children of the deceased employee in equal 
shares; 

(c) if there be no surviving spouse or children, 
to the estate of the deceased.

International Film Festival of India, 1969 are hereby 
published for public information, namely : — 

REGULATIONS 
Purpose and objectives 

1. The International Film Festival of India is organised 
by the Government of India with the co-operation of the 
Indian film industry, under the motto ‘Vasudhaiva 
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Kutumbakam', meaning ‘the whole world is a family’. 
The objectives of the festival are ; 

(i) to provide a common platform for the cinemato- 
graphies of the world for projecting the 
excellence of their Film culture; 

(ii) to contribute to the understanding and appre- 
ciation of the cinematograhpies in the context 
of their social and cultural ethos; and, through 
free dissemination; 

(iii) to help promote friendship and co-operation 
among different peoples of the world leading 
to the realisation of the common destiny and 
international brotherhood of man. 

2. The fexLival is recognised by the International Fede- 
ration of Film Producers Associations (F.I.A.P.F.) and 
the regulations are in conformity with the code prescribed 
by that organisation. 

Time and place 

3. The Festival will be held in New Delhi from the 
5th December, 1969 to the 18th December, 1969. 

Conditions of eligibility 

4. The countries having a minimum annual production 
of 20 films, 20% of which have been exhibited in the 
most important world markets, can participate in com- 
petition in the festival. Each eligible participating counUy 
may enter : — 

— one long feature film 

— one short film 

--or a film of only one of these categories 
In case a country prefers not to enter a long film, it can 
enter two short films. 

5. Only films in 35mm size will be eligible for partici- 
pation. Short films should ordinarily not exceed 1,000 
metres in length or 35 minutes running time. Class-room 
and advertising films are not eligible for competition. 

6. Except when otherwise provided by the Festival 
Directorate, the films entered should : 

(1) have been completed after 1-1-1968; 

(2) not have been shown in India, except in the 
case of Indian films; 

(3) not have been entered in any International Film 
Festival; and 

(4) be consistent with the objectives of the Festival. 

7. The Festival Directorate reserves the right to ex- 
clude films which do not conform to the objectives of the 
Festival, or off-end national feelings and susceptibilities 
of participating countries, or are likely to promote racial 
discrimination. 

Sections 

8. The main programme of the Film Festival is divided 
into the following sections : — - 

(a) Competitive Section 

Competition of artistic films with an Interna- 
tional Jury. 

(b) Non-competitive Section 

Screening of films with aesthetic value outside 
the competition. This may also include show- 
ing of special Retrospectives having a historical 
character or personal shows of great artistic and 
cultural interest. 

(c) Film Market Section 

Screenings of commercial nature for profes- 
sionals. 


Competitive section 

9. The films entered hi competition will be viewed by 
a selection Committee. Films not accepted for the Com- 
petitive Section may be shown in the Non-competitive 
Section, with the prior consent of the participants. 

Invited entries 

it), in addition to the films entered and accepted, the 
Festival Directorate is entitled, in relaxation of Regulation 
6, to invite, with the consent of the competent national 
organisations, films which, on consideration of special 
merit, would make a valuable contribution to the Festival 
programme. These invited films will qualify for the 
competition. The number of such films shall, however, 
not exceed one-third of the total number of films pre- 
sented in the Competitive Section of the Festival. 

Non-competitive section 

H. The Festival Directorate reserves to itself, in addi- 
tion, the right to admit films of high quality for screening 
outside the competition. The films which have been 
entered for, or have won awards at, International Film 
Festivals or are otherwise of exceptionally high artistic 
and aesthetic value, may bo accepted for exhibition in 
this Section. 

Notice of participation 

12. Each country should intimate to the Festival Direc- 
torate before the 31st August, 1969, whether it will or 
will not participate in the Festival. The titles of the 
films to be entered together with the names and addresses 
of the producers and technical cast should reach the 
Festival Directorate by the 31st August, 1969. 

Entry forms 

13. An entry may be made either by the Government 
or by the representative film organisation of the Partici- 
pating country in the annexed Entry Form so as to reach 
me Festival Directorate not later than the 15th September, 

1969. 

Prints 

14. The prints of films should reach the Festival Direc- 
torate not later than the 15th October, 1969. If possible, 
the prints may be sent along with the Entry Form. 
Immediately after a print has been despatched, the sender 
should notify the Festival Directorate by air-mail title, 
number of reels, and the date and means of shipping the 
print. 

Films received after the 15th October, 1969 will not 
be included in the Festival programme. 

Sub-titling 

15. All films will be shown in their original language. 
Films in languages other than English and Hindi must 
have sub-titles in English or Hindi. 

Press and advertising truiterial 

16. The following material with regard to each film 
entered should be sent alongwith the Entry Form to the 
Festival Directorate by the 15th September, 1969 ; — 

(a) short synopsis, 

(b) dialogue list or text of the commentary, and 

(c) publicity material. 

With regard to feature films to be viewed by the Selec- 
tion Committee, the following additional material should 
be submitted by the 15th October, 1969 : — 

(d) short biographies of the film director and the 
leading artistes. 

(e) synopsis in triplicate in English (for short films 

also) ; 
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(f) press photos of the artistes and 5 — 10 stills of 
scenes from the film (4 sets each); 

(«) posters; 

(h) publicity brochure or any other booklet for 
distribution at the discretion of the entrant. 

Selection of Films 

17. The Festival Directorate will be responsible for the 
previewing and selection of films for presentation at the 
Fes aval. The participants will be informed by the Festi- 
val Directorate of the acceptance of the films by the 
Selection Committee. In case a film from a participating 
country is not accepted, that country will have the right 
to substitute it by another entry. 

Screening of films 

18. The films will be shown in the order decided upon 
by the Festival Directorate. The Festival Directorate will 
endeavour to accommodate the requests of participants 
for change in the date and time of the exhibition, pro- 
vided such a request is made at least two weeks before 
the commencement of the Festival. 

Delegation 

19. Bach participating, country may be represented by 
a delegation not exceeding two persons. The delegates 
will be the guests of the Festival Directorate for one 
week, and expenses on their board and lodging will be 
borne by the Festival Directorate. The travel expenses 
from their country to India and back as also the expenses 
on travel within India will, however be borne by the 
delegates themselves. 

20. Particulars of the delegates representing the parti- 
cipant countries should reach the Festival Directorate by 
the 15th October, 1969, in the Form annexed for the 
purpose. 

Jury 

21. The International Jury for feature and short films 
shall be composed of 9 persons in accordance with the 
Regulations of F.I.A.P.F. The Jury will include one pro- 
ducer. one director, one author, one actor, one cine- 
technician and one critic. The remaining members shall 
be chosen from persons having a real knowledge of 
cinema. 

22. The members of the Jury shall be guests of the 
Festival Directorate for the duration of the Festival. 
Expenses on their travel, board and lodging will be borne 
by the Festival Directorate. Return air-tickets through 
the national carrier, AIR-INDIA, will be provided by the 
Festival Directorate. 

23. Decisions of the Jury shall be taken by the majo- 
rity of the members present and voting, The Jury may 
evolve its own rules and procedure for work. The Direc- 
tor of the Festival and the Secretary of the Jury may 
be present at the deliberations of the Jury, but will 
neither take part therein nor vote. 

24. No persons having interest in the production or 
distribution of a film shown in the competition at the 
Festival may be a member of the Jury. The members 
of the Jury shall not send critical reviews or decisions on 
the films submitted to their judgement to the press, radio, 
television or to anybody else before the formal publica- 
tion of the Jury’s decisions. 

A wards 

25. Films competing in the Festival may be awarded 
the following prizes ; — 

The Golden Award of the International Film Festival 
of India for the best feature film — The Gold 
Natraj. 


The Golden Award of the International Film Festival 
of India for the best short films — The Gold Natraj. 

Prize for the best Female Acting — Silver Natraj. 

Prize for the Best Male acting — Silver Natraj. 

Prize for Best Director of Feature films — Silver 
Natraj. 

Two other Awards for short films to be decided 
upon by the Jury— Silver and Bronze Natraj. 

26. A "Certificate of Participation" will be given to all 
the films shown in the competitive and non-competitive 
sections of the Film Festival. 

Film market section 

27. The Festival Directorate will organise a Film 
Market so that producers and exporters may give screen- 
ings of a commercial nature to promote exploitation of 
the International film production. The Film Market will 
be open to all film producers, exporters, importers, dis- 
tributors and theatre owners. A preview theatre will be 
provided by the Festival Directorate without any charge 
for private screenings for interested parties. The legal 
and conveyancing facilities to draft and sign the contracts 
and agreements to finalise the commercial deals, will also 
be provided without any charge. 

28. Film Producers and exporters interested to partici- 
pate in the Film Market may inform the Festival Direc- 
torate about their intended participation by the 15th 
September, 1969. Information regarding title of film, 
year of production, together with a short synopsis of the 
film in English should be sent by the 15th September, 
1969. 

29. The prints should reach the Festival Directorate by 
the 15th October, 1969. 

Transportation 

30. Transportation and insurance of prints and publicity 
material of films from the country of origin to the Festi- 
val and back will be at the expense of the entrant. The 
prints may be sent freight prepaid. The Festival 
Directorate will insure films against fire and total 
loss during the period they are in the Directorate’s 
possession. The Directorate will not be responsible for 
damages caused to films by ordinary wear and tear or 
under circumstances beyond its control. 

General 

31. Participation in the festival will be regarded as 
acceptance of these regulations. 

32. The Festival Directorate will decide all matters not 
expressly provided for in these regulations and its deci- 
sions thereon shall be final.

No. 9(2) /65-Rules — In exercise of the powers confer- 
red by Sub-section (1) of Section 45 of the Food Corpo- 
rations Act, 1964 (37 of 1964) and with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the Food Corpora- 
tion of India hereby makes the following regulations to 
amend the Food Corporation of India (Contributory 
Provident Fund) Regulations, 1967, namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Food 

Corporation of India (Contributory Provident 
Fund) Amendment Regulations, 1969. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 1st December, 1968.
